Grayling veteran visits 
World War II] Memorial

World War Il veteran Al 
Cherven knew — information 
before fellow soldiers and citi- 
zens stateside did while he was 
serving in Europe, but he said a 
recent trip to Washington D.C. 
was both an educational and 
emotional eye opener. 

Cherven was one of the sol- 
diers who waded to shore at 
Omaha Beach shortly after D- 
Day. He was part of the Army 
Signal Corps, which handled all 


telephone and radio communica- 
tions for the Supreme Allied 
Headquarters while stationed in 
France. 

Cherven worked out of the 
same building as Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower, who went on to 
become the 34th president of the 
United States of Amertca. 

Cherven never saw combat, 
but provided critical communi- 
cation to leaders and embassies 
in Great Britain, France, Russia 
and the United States. 

“We were always in what they 


called the rear echelon because 
they always wanted to keep the 
headquarters safe,” he said. 
After the soldiers overtook 
Germany, Cherven said the head- 
quarters were based out of the 
Bamberg Ammunition Plant, a 
historic fort where munitions 
were manufactured for the 
German Army for World War 1 
and World War Hl. Cherven 
recalled that hundreds of Polish 
POWs were held in the basement 
of the building, which bombers 
See GRAYLING | Pg.

share war 
stories 
with Camp 
Grayling 
soldiers

A group of soldiers currently serving at 
Camp Grayling carry the stories of POWs 
who served in the nation’s previous wars 
with them as they mark Vetcran’s Day. 

Earlier this year, Dr. Mark Highsmith, a 
psychologist and local coordinator at the 
Aleda E. Lutz VA Medical Center in 
Saginaw, contacted Camp Grayling  offi- 
cials to arrange a side trip to the military 
base. A group of POWs who served in 
World War Il, the Korean War, and the 
Vietnam War were in the area to visit with 
POWs who live in northern Michigan. The 
POWs attend a monthly meeting to share 
their expcriences and serve as a support 
group for one another. 

On the first visit, the POWs had lunch at 
a Camp Grayling dining facility. They 
then toured a couple of newer training 
operation sites. From there, the POWs 
went to the conference room at Camp 
Grayling’s Range Control, where they lis- 
tened to presentations from Camp Grayling 
personnel who had recently returned from 
deployments to Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The troops and the POWs exchanged war 
stories. 

Lt. Col. Jim Gardiner, the assistant post 
commander for Camp Grayling, said Camp 
Grayling soldiers gained a greater under- 
standing of why Tom Brokaw calls the

Results for the Nov. 2 general election in 
Crawford County mirrored those in 
Michigan and the nation as voters decided 
to stir things up and give control to the 
Republican Party. 

Starting in January, Dan Benishek (R- 
Iron County), will serve as Michigan’s First 
District Representative in Congress. He 
replaces Rep. Bart Stupak (D-Menomince). 
Stupak opted not to run for reelection after 
receiving death threats in the spring for 
spearheading a prohibition on the federal 
government funding abortion under 
President Barack Obama's health care 
reform plan. The provision garnered the 
necessary votes to get the health care plan 
passed. 

John Moolenaar (R-Midland), will serve 
as the Senator for Michigan's 36th Senate 
District. The district covers a 10-county 
area. 

Peter Pettalta (R-Presque Isle Township), 
will serve Michigan’s bO6th District in the 
House of Representatives, The district cov- 
ers six counties. 

Republican Scott D. McClain received 
the most write-in votes to serve on the 
Crawford County Road Commission 
Board. He replaces Kenneth Riehle, who 
passed away on Oct. 18, after a battle with 
a dung disease. Riehle’s name still appeared 
on the general election ballot. He was on 
the road commission for 10 years, serving 
most of his tenure as chairman of the board. 
The Crawford County Board © of 
Commissioner's appointed McClain on 
Thursday, Nov. 4 to fill out Riehle’s unex- 
pired term, which ends on Dec. 31. 

An all) Republican) Board — of 
Commissioners will serve Crawford 
County. The Commissioners include: 
Kathy Rogers, First District; Scott M. 
Hanson, Second District; Shelley L, 
Pinkelman, Third District; Linda Munsey, 
Fourth District; David J. Stephenson, Fifth 
District; Rick Anderson, Sixth District; and 
Terry Beardslee, Seventh District. 

Justice Alton T. Davis was supported by 
a majority of voters in Crawford County for 
his bid to retain his seat on the Michigan

A Crawford County offi- 
cial charged with preparing 
for natural and man-made 
disasters was recently rec- 
ognized for his top-notch 
service by his peers 
throughout Michigan. 

Larry Akers, the emer- 
gency management/911 
coordinator for Crawford 
County, received the 
Michigan Emergency 
Management Association’s 
2010 Emergency 
Management Award for 
communities with a popula- 
tion under 60,000 people. 
The association also recog- 
nizes an emergency man- 
agement coordinator for a 
community with more than 
60,000 people as well as a 
volunteer who has positive- 
ly impacted their communi- 
ty’s emergency prepared- 
ness program. 

The mission of the 
Michigan Emergency 
Management Association is 
to support and enhance 
emergency management in 
the State of Michigan by 
providing representation for 
local] emergency manage- 
ment issues at the local, 
state and federal levels. The 
association also promotes 
the establishment of emer- 
gency management stan- 
dards, encourages sound 
legislation that supports pre- 
vention, mitigation,  pre- 
parcdness, response and 
recovery issues. Finally, the 
association promotes the 
development of strong com- 
munity partnerships to 
enhance the unity among 
emergency management 
officials throughout — the 
state. 

Dan Scott, the Grand 
Traverse County Emergency 
Management coordinator, 


nominated Akers for the 
award. 
Akers serves on the 


Region Seven Homeland 
Security Regional Strategy 
Subcommittee, Region 
Seven Homeland Security 
Executive Committee and 
the Region Seven 
Communications and 


Technology Subcommittee. 

Scott noted that Akers 
currently serves as the vice- 
chairman of the Region 
Seven Homeland Security 
Planning Board. Crawford 
County is currently serving 
as the fiduciary agent for the 
2009 Homeland Security 
Grant program. 

“Larry has demonstrated 
the knowledge, skill and 
desire to provide the best of 
service to his local commu- 
nity and the profession he 
represents,” Scott said. 

Scott particularly high- 
lighted Akers’ role in help- 
ing local, state and federal 
employees curtail the 
Meridian Boundary wildfire 
that destroyed 8,000 acres 
of land and !4 homes, cast 
of Grayling in May. 

“Larry spent every day, 
sometimes in excess of 18 
hours each day, manning the 
emergency operations cen- 
ter providing the resources 
when needed,” Scott said. 
“The successful result of the 
team effort, was in a large 
part, derived from Larry's 
input.” 

Akers was recognized by 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners last week 
for the award. 

Dave Stephenson is the 
chairman of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissroners and 
Crawford County's Local 
Emergency Planning 
Committee. The committee 
consists of county employ- 
ces and officials and emer- 
gency responders who plan 
to handle emergency situa- 
lions and gather when emer- 
gencies are underway. 

“When it comes to emer- 


gency management and 
Planioing - I've seen him in 
action,” Stephenson said. 


“He's a real bulldog and he 
doesn't leave until the job is 
done. He’s # real asset to 
Crawford County and he 
works real well with the 
state,” 

Besides a brief stint work- 
ing as a radio announcer for 
WGRY-AM Radio, Akers 
has devoted nearly his entire 
career to law enforcement 


and public safety. He 
worked for the Grayling 
City Police Department as a 
parking enforcement officer. 
Akers also worked as a dis- 
patcher for the Crawford 
County Sheriff's 
Department when the sher- 
iff administered central dis- 
patch. 

For the last 19 years, 
Akers has served as the 
emergency manage- 
mentv/9ll coordinator for 
Crawford County. 

Akers was humbled by 
the award, and passed the 
recognition onto Crawford 
County, township — and 
Grayling officials who help 
with emergency planning. 

“ff! is an honor to be 
selected for this award by a 
stalewide — organization,” 
Akers said. “I look at it as 
not much as a personal 
achievement, but for the 
recognition of the entire 
program. The support and 
the people involved has 
always been good here.” 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk A. Wakefield remarked 
on the evolution of Akers’ 
duties over the past two 
decades. First, came over- 
seeing dispatchers along

with the advances in tele- 
phone communications and 
computers. Since the 9/1] 
terrorist attacks, Wakefield 
noted that Akers has done a 
superb job planning for ter- 
rorist atlacks and the devel- 
opment of Homeland 
Securiy in the region. 

Finally, Wakefield noted 
that Akers is always in-tune 
with making sure Crawford 
County and Jocal emergency 
agencies comply — with 
Homeland Security grant 
opportunities and can meet 
the stringent state and feder- 
al standards. 

“You have to have some- 
body out there watching that 
stuff all the time,” Wakefield 
said, “Larry’s job — is 
extremely important and 
he’s on top of it all.” 

While Akers ts approach- 
ing retirement age, he has 
no plans of leaving his posi- 
tion Overseeing the safety of 
the community, tourists and 
people that travel through 
Crawford County. 

“As long as [ still enjoy 
coming to work and enjoy 
my job and can still do it - I 
will continue to stay right 
here,’ Akers said.

World War IT veterans “The 
Greatest Generation.” 

“It was quite an eye open- 
er and was quite different 
from what you see in the 
movies,” Gardiner said. “It’s 
incredible endurance they 
had to have.” 

Sgt. Ist Class Judy 
Umlor, an ammunition sup- 
ply materials handler at 
range control for Camp 
Grayling, said a one-on-one 
visit with a Vietnam veteran 
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made an impression on her. 
She noted that the veteran 
was only one of 29 Vietnam 
War veterans who gambled 
to escape captures during 
the war. 

Umlor said the veteran 
she visited with was cap- 
tured with a group of civil- 
jans and federal service 
envoy employees. He had to 
float down a river and was 
covered with leeches before 
being saved by Marines. 

“Tt was incredible perse- 
verance that they had to 
have to decide to leave when 
everyone clse decided to 
stay together,” Umlor said. 

Capt. Frank Laurence, 
range control officer at

Camp Graying, met a World 
War 1] veteran who had to 
travel all the way across 
Germany after being held in 
a German concentration 
camp. He was rescued by 
Russian soldiers. 

“Just the sacrifice and the 
time they pul in greatly out- 
weighs what we have to go 
through today,” Laurence 
said. “I’ve been around bul- 
lets flying and TEDs blow- 
ing up.” 

Laurence said he was 
honored to share war experi- 
ences with the POWs, 

“The conditions — they 
went through were very 
harsh,” Laurence said. “It 
really puts a lump in your

throat.” 

Set. Ist Class Tim 
Reinholz remarked about 
the similarides and differ- 
ences that soldiers go 
through with advanced tech- 
nology. Reinholz served in 
an embedded training team 
with the Afghanistan Army 
and police so they could 
eventually take over their 
Own security. 

“Its quite an honor to 
Ineet those guys and to actu- 
ally sit down and talk with 
them about what they 
endured during captivity, 
but remained loyal and 
strong and how they got 
through it,” Reinholz said. 

On ai return visit) in 
October, Camp Grayling 
brass provided the POWs 
with a tour of the installa- 
tion's new virtual battlefield 
simuator, a computer lab 
that allows soldiers to 
rehearse a myriad of combat 
operations on lap top com- 
puters. An engagement 
skills trainer, @ computer- 
ized weapons firing range, 
was also demonstrated for 
the veterans. The POWs 
were allowed to fire a mock- 
up of an M4 rifle during a 
digital combat training sce- 
nario, 

Although confidentiality 
prohibits the release and 
photographs of the POWs 
who utilize the Saginaw 
VA's. services, Highsmith 
said the visits crossed gen- 
erational lines and he hopes 
to continue the visits to 
Camp Grayling. 

“Sharing some of their 


experiences with some of 


the active duty soldiers - 
you could see that they 
were very meaningful,” 
Highsmith said.

were told to avoid destroy- 
ing because it would be 
used as a headquarters, 

“There was not a house 
standing for six blocks,” he 
said, 

Cherven said the signal 
corps provided daily press 
releases for statewide 
news. But like today, when 
some events are kept confi- 
dential, happenings like 
troops being killed by 
friendly fire were not 
reported because they did 
not want to expose the vul- 
nerability to the enemy. 

“Whatever happened we 
knew about it,” Cherven 
said of the signal corps. 

Cherven has — several 
mementos from his time in 
the service, including a 
swastika armband taken off 
a German POW and a 
famed photo of Adolf 
Hitler. The pictures show 
the progression of the war, 
including one of German 
POWs who were hung 
from lamp posts by the 
Russians at a May-Day 
celebration. His collection 
tlso includes landmark 
Stars and Stripes newspa- 
per issues, teletype trans- 
missions announcing the 
cease fire in Europe and 
the official notification of 
the Japanese — surrender 
after nuclear bombs were 
dropped. 

Cherven recalled the cit- 
izens tn France would try 
to trade soldiers wine, 
cognac and whisky for 
chocolate, cigarettes and 
soap while they were on a 
train leaving the country. 

“For a bar of soap, they 
you could trade for any- 
thing,” Cherven said, 

Cherven served a total of 
three years, eight months 
and [8 days during World 
War If. He and his four 
brothers, John, Mike, Andy 
and Ed Cherven also are 
World War IT veterans. 

Ed Cherven Mew 30 mis- 
sions over Tokyo ina B-29, 
John and Mike Cherven 
served in Europe, while 


Andy Cherven — served 
stateside in the medical 
corps. 

The practice of allowing 
members from one family 
to serve in war was discon- 
tinued after the five 
Sullivan brothers were all 
killed in action during or 
shortly after the sinking of 
the light cruiser USS 
Juneau. The sibling sailors 
were natives of Waterloo, 
lowa. 

“That's a rarity,” 
Cherven said. “They don’t 
allow that anymore.” 

In October, Cherven and 
his son, John Cherven, 
went on a Pride and Honor 
Flight trip to the USS. 
National World War I 
Memorial. 

Pride and Honor Flight 
Network is a non-profit 
organization, which pro- 
vides free trips to veterans 
to view the memorial and a 
nominal fee for guardians. 

“Any veteran is eligible 
and it doesn’t cost the vet- 


eran a penny,” Cherven 
said, 

According to the Pride 
and Honor Flight pro- 
gram’s website, Will! 
Rogers once said: “We 
can't all be heroes. Some 


of us have to stand on the 
curb and clap as they go 
by.” The Pride and Honor 
Flight program, at its best, 
will never be anything 
more than a bunch of dedi- 
cated individuals clapping 
as the real heroes go by. 
This is their “last hurrah” 
and the spotlight is on 
them. 

The memorial is dedicat- 
ed «as an honor to 
Americans who served in 
the armed forces and as 
civiltans during World War 
Ul. Consisting of 56 pillars 
and a pair of arches sur- 
rounding a plaza and foun- 
tain, it is located at the 
National Mall in 
Washington, D.C., on the 
former site of the Rainbow 
Pool at the eastern end of 
the Reflecting Pool, 
between the Lincoln

AN ALMOST universal reaction among 
Michigan voters after the November 2 elec- 
tion was “Whew! It’s finally over!” 

This year’s campaigns seemed to go on 
and on, with far too many radio and TV ads, 
mailed flyers, and disgusting, often mislead- 
ing dinner time robotic phone calls. 

Anyone who won public office on 
November 2 deserves congratulations for 
survival. 

That same wish goes to voters who 
endured the onslaught of mean-spirited 
campaigning, but went to the polls anyway. 

Election turnout was lower than expected, 
not up to 50 percent, which for such a spir- 
ited campaign was disappointing. The nega- 
tivity of most campaigns may have been a 
factor.

OUR ALMANACK pre-election predic- 
tions, all in all, were pretty accurate, 
although I was completely surprised by the 
depth of the Republican sweep in Michigan. 

Republican Rick Snyder won with more 
than 60 percent of the two-party vote, which 
was close to our predicted margin. It was 
broad enough to carry the bottom of the 
ticket, as predicted, with all Republicans 
filling eight statewide educational seats. 

Even a modest surge for Democrat Virg 
Bernero never developed. He spent most of 
his campaign preaching to the Democratic 
choir, and the choir and not many others 


gave him support. 

On the national level, Republicans gained 
firm control of the US House and picked up 
strength but not control in the Senate, both 
according to my expectations. 

* # * 

FOR A LONG time, dating back 50 years 
or more, Michigan voters seemed to delight 
in dividing control of state government 
between parties. Michigan’s once famed 
ticket splitters, however, must have stayed 
home this time. 

Democratic Gov. G. Mennen Williams in 
the 1950s sometimes had a Republican 
administrative board, and usually faced a 
solid Republican legislature with which to 
deal. 

Republican Gov, George Romney served 
his first term with a Democrat as lieutenant 
governor. During his entire tenure as gover- 
nor — and for the many years GOP Gov. Bill 
Milliken, too — a Democrat was elected 
attorney general. 

With this history in mind, | had expected 
Democrats Jocelyn Benson for secretary of 
state, Justice Alton Davis for Supreme 
Court, and US Rep. Mark Schauer for 
reelection to Congress to survive a 
Republican sweep. They all lost. 

This time around, that sort of licket split- 
ting didn’t happen. Those days may be gone 
forever. The ferocity with which both parties 
seem to hold to their positions, enforcing an 


all-or-nothing attitude, makes political 
cooperation extremely difficult these days 
and may be pushing ticket splitting out into 
the cold. 

Too bad. As well as I can remember, | 
have never voted a straight party ticket, and 
probably never will.

Safety tips for hunting season 


Michigan’s fields and forests 
will soon be alive with blaze 
orange hunting gear. Sheriff 
Wakefield wants both visitors 
and residents of Crawford 
County to know some important 
safety rules before setting out to 
deer camp. 

Your hunting license and iden- 
uification used to purchase it 
(Michigan driver’s license, iden- 
tification card or DNR_ sport 
card) must be carried with you at 
all times while hunting. 

All hunters must wear an item 
of clothing (hat, cap, vest, jacket 


rise and last until approximately 
one-half hour before sunset. 

Safety zones include all areas 
within 150 yards (450 feet) of an 
occupied building, house, cabin, 
barn or other farm building. You 
may not hunt in this area or shoot 
at any animal within this area, 
unless you have the written per- 
mission of the property owner. 

It is illegal to drink alcohol or 
use intoxicating drugs before 
hunting. 

Sheriff Wakefield also wants 
hunters to take the following pre- 
cautions to prevent injury or 


make sure it is wider than your 
shoulders so you are not mistak- 
en for a target. 

Be {00 percent sure of your 
target before shooting. 

Sheriff Wakefield urges all 
hunters to act responsibly this 
season. “Reacquaint yourself 
with Michigan’s hunting laws 
and follow these safety tips to 
prevent a tragedy from happen- 
ing this year.”

Part D is helping seniors 


Nov. {5 marks the beginning of 


open enrollment for the Medicare 
prescription drug benefit. 

Public officials have already 
taken steps to streamline the pro- 
gram, otherwise known as 
Medicare Part D, making it that 
much easier for seniors to sign up 
and customize coverage to best fit 
their medical needs. 

Part D administrators expect a 
flood of new enrollees. Since the 
program launched in 2006, it has 
become incredibly popular, 
according to surveys, about nine 
in 10 seniors are pleased with 
Part D. This makes sense. The 
Medicare drug benefit offers a 
great deal of choice and has 
reduced seniors’ out-of-pocket 
costs. 

Even better, the health reform 
bill improved the benefit by clos- 


This year, seniors whose 


spending falls into that hole will 
get a $250 rebate check. Next 
year, theyll only have to pay 50 
percent of the cost of brand-name 
drugs in that gap. That number 
will decrease every year until 
2020, when seniors will have to 
pay just 25 percent of the cost of 
brand-name and generic drugs in 
the gap. That’s the same amount 
they must pay before they reach 
the gap. 

The Medicare drug benefit is 
also lauded because it’s one of the 
few government programs that 
has cost less than expected, 

The Medicare trustees’ report 
found Part D spending was lower 
than predicted in 2008 and 2009, 
They also estimate further spend- 
ing will grow at a slower rate over 
the next ten years than first pre- 
dicted. This is almost entirely duc 


offer plans that give high value 


for the dollar. Seniors can choose 
from a variety of plans to select 
the one that best fits their needs. 

One worrisome component of 
the health reform bill could hurt 
Part D. The new law establishes 
an Independent Payment 
Advisory Board to recommend 
cost-costing measures sn 
Medicare. Its members will make 
recommendations that automati- 
cally become law — unless 
Congress overrides them. Yet the 
board can’t cut costs in its first 
decade for over half of Medicare 
providers, including Part A hospt- 
tal visits and Part B out-patient 
services. In other words, Part D is 
one of the few components of 
Medicare that the Board could 
slash. 

Still, just as progress is con- 
stantly being made in bringing
